Most of them were only, slightly, 
damaged and in many instances the 
thieves were captured and sentenced 
to jail terms.

Fords are the choice of thieves as

OAD building in Ohio has become ont> of the chicr 


factors in public improvements. 
Hundreds of 


miles of roads are improved each year. Various ma 
terials are used, there still being a difference of opin- 
ion as to the best to be applied under different condi- 
tions. Many mistakes have been made and many more 
will follow. It is human to err. And with our polit- 
ical system, the probability of error is enhanced. 


We have an instance of difference of opinion here at 


home. We do not pretend to say who is right and who 
is wrong, but the matter serves to show conditions 
under which Ohio road building is being done. 


Property owners on the Spencerville-rd near the 


Country Club, where one mile is to be improved, signed 
almost solidly for brick pavement. 
Out of the 5,280 


feet all but 120 feet of abutting property was listed 
for this material. The county commissioners, recog- 
nizing the request of the property owners, recom- 
mended that material to the State Highway Depart- 
ment. 


We do not know how much wire pulling was done 


among material men to get their petition for brick 
signed as it was. But announcement at the state de- 
partment when the bids were opened indicated that 
any effort they might have made was in vain.

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THE CITY IS LOSER 


N another part of this edition will be found a de- 
tailed account of how the city of Lima is losing out 


in the matter of road funds paid by this municipality 
into the county treasury. Only a very small percentage 
of the sum finds its way back to the city where it should 
be used for street improvement. 


Tfiere is something* wrong with the system. This 


city pays more taxes than a!l the rest of the county 
combined, still it has no representation on the county 
commission or on the budget commission which doles 
out the public monies. 


This condition makes for one of the most flagrant 


cases of taxation without representation. As long as 
the state law remains as it is with reference to the 
budget commission, there can be no relief. 
But the 


voters of this city have it within their power to change 
conditions with reference to the county commission. 
They can elect a member from the city to sit on that 
board and look after the interests of the city folk who 
are putting uj> the lion's share of taxes. 


Next year would be the time to bpgin. The longer 


this matter is delayed, the longer the city will be with", 
out representation. We are not interested in the poli- 
tics of the commission in this respect. The same con- 
ditions have existed for years. If there could be such 
an idealistic plan as both major parties uniting on 
some suitable resident of the city and then elect him, 
much would be accomplished. But precedent consid- 
ered, we doubt if this could be done.

Month, Still Exceed 1922 


Building operations in Lima during 


September, as revealed fay the permits 
issued, carried a valuation 1132,049 
greater than did the building permits 
for the same month one year ago. The 
figures were $212,814 for September 
this year, compared with $80,265 for 


September 1922 and $72,450 for Sep- 
tember 1921. 


However the building operations fell 


off a* compared with August when 
the total valuation shown by permits 
was $391,525 or $179,211 higher than 
the September operations. • 


Analysis of the September opera- 


tions shows that ,in valuation, the big- 
gest group was that of new buildings, 
other than, garages, the total for nevy 
buildings being $185,835. Included in 
±ese figures are two new public school 
aiu'ldings at $75,000 each.

structed or started during the month 
at a total cost of $9,445. The most ex- 
pensive one was $1,500 and the cheap- 
est one $75.

My picture of bohemia, you understand, 


was quite different when I left the homa 
of my parent? in the quiet and respectable 
East Fnd of London a year ago.

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LWAYS eager to rush in and ruin 
romantic notions, science has just 
perpetrated a new one, which is 


going to annoy girls the world over. In 
effect, this latest discovery of an Illinois 
specialist says that a kiss means much to 
a man, but to a woman—NOTHING! 
^When Cleopatra's lips -were pressed 
against those of Antony, according to 
Shakespeare and other unscientific 'writ- 
era, the charmer of the Nile was in quite 
an emotional state. 


When Helen of Troy and Paris signified 


their love in the same way, the lady (says 
Homer) had palpitations and delicious lit- 
tle shivers, and her heart throbbed like a 
bass drum. 


When Thais, the Alexandrian beauty, 


fell for Athaniel, the pious hermit—well, 
Just read the story some day and judge 
how lovo played havoc .with the nerves of 
that famous belle. 


But all these legends must go by the 


board now, 
declares Dr. 
Emmanuel 


Schmack, of Strasburg University, who, 
with the aid of his trusty blood-pressure 
apparatus, has blown the theory of femi- 
nine excitability into smithereens. 


"Woman, when she kisses"—thus Dr. 


Schmack—"remains as cold a proposition 
as the North Pole. 
Her blood pressure, 


as I have proved by indisputable tests, 
never advances perceptibly, even under 
stress of the most ardent and lingering 
caress. 
Never docs it rise higher than 


119, and even that is giving her the bene- 
fit of the doubt. 
Ordinarily, it flutters 


around 100.

Then consider how 
Indiscriminate girls and their mothers, and" 
even their dear old grandmothers, too, are 
with their demonstrations of 'affection.'

"For I have gauged to a shade the so- 


called 'kick' in the feminine kiss. It ds 
less powerful than the mildest near-beer 
ever brewed." 


The crudest part of Dr. Schmack's in- 


dictment is that it "goes" for the "gentler 
sex" only. Men, he asserts, are quite dif- 


ferently constituted, they ARE per- 


ceptibly affected by the process; and 


it IS very bad for them to kiss 


too often or too intensely, since 


it has a pernicious influence 


on their health. 


And when you skeptically 


raise your eyebrows at that 
statement, he s h o w s you 
charts and figures and dia- 
prams, the result of actual 
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observation of "cases" which he -haa 
tested. His figures indicate that man is 
a tremendously emotional person, and 
that Antony and Paris and Athaniel, in 
all probability, were comparative wrecks' 
after they had kissed (or been kissed by) 
Cleopatra and Helen and Thais. 


"Man"—thus Dr. Schmack—"is pa- 


thetically subject to the suggestion of a 
kiss. At the first faint contact of his lips 
with those of his wife or sweetheart, his 
pulse pounds violently. 
His blood-pres- 


sure, as you will find if you examine those 
indexed cards carefully, leaps to 130 if 
the kiss says nothing more thrilling than 
'Good^morning, dear.' 


"If the* caress as sljghtly more im- 


petuous, my apparatus showa that 
the pressure surges up to 185. 
If he kisses someone to whom 
he is deeply devoted, it reaches 
140. 
And I have even dis- 


covered men who registered 
160 when their affection 
was nobly raised to its 
highest pitch. This is 
an astonishing figure,

In spite of Dr. Schmack's vehe- 


ment statements, the interviewer 
remained unconvinced. 
So the 


tpecialist Insisted upon demon- 
strating his belief in woman's 
kiss-inferiority as a final proof. 
For this purpose he prevailed upon 


Dr. Henry Steible, of the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Health, to register the blood- 
pressure of a young couple who kindly 
consented to take part in a test cose in 
Dr. Steible's office. 


Pretty Miss Ila Flynn said that she 


wouldn't mind going through what the 
experts laughingly termed an "oscillatory 
specialty."- 
Her partner in the experi- 


ment was Arthur Cannon. 


Each was chosen for his and her type; 


that is, Miss Flynn ia an obviously normal, 
nealthy, attractive American girl, while 


Cannon Is equally characteristic oi 
the average chap who plays football 
and goes to the movies and is not 
unappreciative of feminine good 
looks. 


The test seemed amply to prove D?« 


Schmaclc's contentions about the variance! 
between masculine and feminine emotion. 
When the appliance was attached to Miss 
Flynn's shapely arm the indicator regis- 
tered—100! But when Cannon's blood- 
pressure was taken the tiny hand on the 
dial quivered, darted upward, and finally 
rested on the 160 mark! 
. This proof of the Schmack theory (if 
proof it was) serves to cast an interest- 
ing light on other, prior theories of kiss- 
ing, and just what it is scientifically. For 
example, it may affect the idea, long held 
by certain experts, that osculation is an 
electrical process. 
; 


According to this view, the impulse is a 


current generated in the fourth ventricle 
of the brain, and conveyed by the nerves 
which act as "wires, via the "tenth nerve," 
or vagus, to the heart and lungs. These 
it stimulates to healthy activity. 


By other nerves it is diffused through 


all the various parts of the body—by cer- 
tain head nerves to the lip&—and when 
two pairs of lips meet there is said to be 
a reaction corresponding to the spark and 
discharge which occur when two elec- 
trical wires are brought into contact. 


Since both the blood and the nerves of 


the human system figure in any kiss, it is 
as yet impossible to say whether Dr. 
Schmack's belief and that about the elec- 
tric spark contradict, or merely comple- 
ment, one another. 


But there would seem to be a diverg- 


ence of opinion between holders tof tha 
two theories, since, according to the elec- 
trical theory, stimulation to ,healthy ac- 
tivity is induced by a kiss, while Dr. 
Schmack asserts that too frequent or pro- 
longed kissing is highly injurious—-to men 
—by overdriving the engine of the hesife 
•which finally protests by thumping vio- 
lently. 


Perhaps the most interesting angle oj 


the entire "to-kiss-or-not-to-kiss" situation 
is the plight of the so-called "champion 
kissers of the stage and screen. 
For, if they take Dr. Schmack's theory 


seriously, the men stars are apt to wince 
and balk when the director tells them to . 
"put a little energy into it," as they bend 
over the heroine's lips.

'Why is it that some men who give such' splen- 


idid accounts of themselves in the amazing 
struggle of armed conflict fall down utterly when 
tonfronted by the lessor demands of peace? Is it 
hecausc they have remained keyed up to the stir- 
ring war times and can't accustom themselves to 
the humdrum aftermath of peace? Is it because 
they have never learned how to make a living, 
because they are members of the leisured class? 


These questions are now engaging the atten- 


tion of neurologists throughout the world, those 
scientists who are devoting a good part of their 
time to studying the after-effects of the war oa 
the nerves. For a number of sensational cases 
of war heroes who have gone wrong have cropped 
up recently. 
>• There is, in particular, the case of the 
Britisher, Captain Maurice Friend of the Second 
Dragoon Guards, who recently pleaded guilty in 
New York to the theft of a $4,000 platinum and 
diamond bracelet belonging to Mrs. Diana Nor- 
man, ;i beautiful widow. But after his plea had 
been entered in court and he had spent days in 
the Tombs prison thinking it over he changed his 
story and declared the bracelet had been given 
him by Mrs. Norman because he was out of funds 
pending: the arrival of a remittance from London. 


There is Edgar H. Loveridge, a twenty-seven 
year old former major, of Orange, N. J., said to 
be a West Point graduate. Loveridge. did not 


' need money'and when charged, with another 


man, with robbing the homes of very rich people, 
at Far Hills, N. J., he calmly explained, accord- 
ing to the police, that he had done it "merely for 
the romance and excitement of the thing." 


There is Lieutenant Colonel Charles Glenn 


Collins, another Britisher with ;\ splendid record 
in France and Gallipoli, who was recently ex- 
tradited from New Orleans to Bombay, India, 
after a three-year court battle, to answer a 
charge of obtaining a costly pearl necklace under 
false pretences. Behind Colonel Collins is a long 
record of previous failures to adjust himself with 
the economic factors of peace times. 


So it goes. 
One might cite numerous other 


ca.sc-5 of the plights of war heroes who have 
gotu; wrong:. 


John Galsworthy, in his recent play, "Loyal- 


ties." gave the subject a searching analysis. " In 
the play, the pet of society, who is "broke" and 
steals one thousand pounds, is Captain Ronny 
Dancy, I). S. O. Says one of th« rhnrnct-ors: 


"Some people simply can't live without danger. 


If there's no excitement goins, they'll make it, 
out of sheer craving. I've seen Konny do the 
maddest tilings for no mortal reason except the 
risk. He did splendidly in the war because it 
jjurt suited him." 


And Dancy himself says to the funny young- 


old clerk in his lawyer's office:

Europe there was a leisured 
class. 
Young men of good 


education 
often 
had 
just 


enough money to hunt a little, 
to shoot n little, to travel 
abroad, perhaps go on big 
game 
hunting 
expeditions. 


After the war they find that 
income gone. They have had 
no business training or experi- 
ence to get a job. Perhaps they 
only tried half-heartedly to 
get one. Around them o'n all 
sid.es they see evidences of 
great 
wealth, passed 
from 


their hands into the hands of 
others, unaccustomed, maybe, 
to using it. "Looters," Capt. 
Dancy calls them, 
"I was 


only l o o t i n g a 
looter." 


While they wore risking their 
lives at the front, these others 
were accumulating vast weath. 
These old and somewhat frail mem- 
bers of the leisured class have not 
the moral fibre to settle down and 
begin all over again in what is to 
them another world. 


Take the cases mentioned at the 


beginning of this article. 
The 


story of Mrs. Diana Norman, who 
accused'Captain Maurice Friend of 
robbing her, told in court was as 
follows: 


"i met Captain Friend early in the year 
He 


told me of his wonderful war service and we be- 
came great friends. He visited me in my apart- 
ment and took me out oiy Tnstny occasions. 


"Early in March I visited in Boston, and Capt

Norman in 
Court When 
the Latter

Prefer Charges Against Capt Friend. 


Friend met me on my return. He 
\vas present in my apartment when 


maid unpacked my trappings. 
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He saw me put my jewelry in a drawer in my 
dressing table. He asked me to accompany him 
on a drive the next day. When I prepared to go 
out I discovered my bracelet was missing. I did 
not suspect him until sfeveral days later when I 
exchanged a. $300 check for him, he claiming he 
was temporarily out of funds. His check came 
back no good." 


Why, if Mrs. Norman's story is correct, did 


Capt. Friend risk his good name and reputation 
for a paltry $4,000? Nay, less, for he cannot 
have disposed* of the bracelet for anything ap- 
proaching this sum at a pawn shop. 


The case of Colonel Collins is one of the most 


interesting, because his escapades date clear back 
to the aftermath of the Boer War, in which con- 
flict he made a splendid record. He has had an 
amazing career in America, marrying two heir- 
esses, the former Miss Natalie Schenck and Miss 
Amelia Wheeler, the daughter of Samuel H. 
Wheeler, New England sewing machine mag- 
nate. Both these women divorced him. He is 
said to have been a personal friend of King 
George V., and in the old days was feted by 
American society. 


When tht World Wai- broke out he was in- 


volved in some monetary trouble with a woman, 
a school teacher, who charged that he had stolen 
§122 from her. This was patched up and he 
went abroad to fight for his country. He joined 
his old regiment, the Cameron Highlanders, which 
he had left years before because of money diffi- 
culties. He was wounded at Gallipoli and gassed 
and seriously wounded in France. 


Then the war ended. 
And we find Colonel 


Collins becoming friendly with a brother offi- 
cer's wife. The officer, Captain Douglas Muntz, 
got a divorce and Collins married the woman and 
•went to India. The two drifted to Bombay, where 
he is said to have made extensive purchases of 
jewels from Hindoo pearl dealers. 
But the 


checks he gave are reported to have come back 
marked no funds—after Collins brought, the 
jewels to the United States. 


Again the handsome war hero was on tin 


rocks, and although friends supplied him \rith 
'inoney to fight the extradition proceedings, his 
defense finally failed. 


With Colonel Collins, as with Caplain Friend, 


women played an important part in the esca- 
pades. So it was with another war hero whom 
the writer heard of recently. 
This maiywho 


performed almost incredible feats of darmg in 
Syria and Turkey and during the Gallipoli cam- 
paign, seems to have spent his time since in 
seducing women, one after the^ other, using 
methods, such as climbing up the wall to the 
eleventh story of an apartment house to enter 
the room of a lady in whom he was interested; 
methods calculated not only to appeal to the 
romantic nature of the lady in question, but pre- 
cisely on a par with his daring exploits against 
and among the Turks. 


Sometimes there is no question the adven- 


turer is a scoundrel. 


Such a one undoubtedly was Robert Le Clerq 


Sivett-Carnac, recently sentenced to three years 
in prison in London. Ever since 1906 this man 
has been preying on women and girls, usually be- 
ing engaged to five or six at a. time. He 
specialized 
on society women or landladies 


daughters, any woman, provided she had some 
money he could squeeze out of her. Yet his suc- 
cess with women was amazing. He was not par- 
ticularly good' looking, but seems to have nao 
some hypnotic power over them with his deep 
voice, powerful build and history of military 
achievement. 
Among his many victims were two 


prominent authoresses.

But it is not with a thorough rogue like Rivett- 


Camac or even a man like Colonel Collins one 
sympathizes. 


It is the hero with one blunder to his name, a 


woman generally the victim.

"Loyalties." "The war," said inconoclastic OK
